Mr Sanders, Russinn_- born 
representative of the Standard 
Electric Company in Budapest, 
was sentenced three and a half 
years ago to 13 years fraol after 
“confessing” to spying charges. 

His wife and three daughters 
arrived here by alr today to 
meet him. 

Mr Sanders said he was im- 


‘prisoned before his trial in w 


amall, cold and unventilated cell 
where he hal to sleep on bare 
boards. 

After some months of this 
treatment, he sald, it was casy 
to understand that because of 
the many and varicd questions 
fired rapitily one -af the 
other, “you get giddy, turning 
constant Mental somersaults and 
before-you know where you 
are, you sign statements which 
are Tater called confessions.”

Paris, Aug. 19. 

The Popular Republican 
Party today took the lead in 
a further attempt to act as 
mediator between strikers, 
who have virtually para- 
lysed the country for the 
last 12 days, and the French 
Government. 


‘An earlier attempt at mediation 
by Leon ‘Jouhaux, veteran labour 
ender, Arad failed. Yesterday the 
Government and the strikers 
were In complete deadlock after 
Promier Joseph Lanlel had 
brokow off negotiations with 
trade union leaders and oxdcred 
all strikers back to work, — +
